WASHINGTON, November 29.—The report of the 
United States treasurer, Gilfillan, of operations of 
the treasury for the fiscal year, ended June 30th, 
1882, has been submit:ed to Secretary Folger. The 
foliowingisa summary: The receiptsof the gov 
ernment show an increase over those of 1881, of $22, 
251,054.23 in the revenue from customs; $11,233,209. 

94from internal revenue; $2,551,277.20 from the 
gales of public lands; $6,707,416.34 from miscella- 
neous sources, making total iucrease in the net rev- 
enue of $2,742.957.71. Thetotal net revenue was 
$493,.5.5 25028. The net expenditures decreased

Of these amounts $20,- 
211,991.79, or about one-half, was received and ex- 
pended directly by the postmasters without being 
in the treasurv.

REPORT OF THE NATIONAL BOARD OF HEALTH.

The report of the national board of health was 
submitted to Secretary Folger to-day. One of the 
section. of the law of June 2d, 1879, imposes penal- 
ties on ships which enter a port of the United States 
from an infected foreign port, but the board 
has found that part of the law 
inoperative inasmuch as one of its clauses 
requires the promulgation of the law in foreigh 
ports, and the authorities of Cuba would not per- 
mit the pr -mulgation to be made. Itis, therefore, 
stro. giy urgedin the report that this law be so 
amended as to require bills af health from all ves- 
sels coming 10 the Unitcd States without imposing 
upon the government the burden of proving 
their ports of departure’ to have been 
infected. and also that the penalties provided for a 
Violation of the law anid apply without the pro- 
viso of a previous official promulgation in said 
ports, Under the heading of $‘inter-state 
quarantise’’ the inspection service on the Missis- 
sippi river ts described. The states of the 
Mis-issipoi valley, fear ul of the spread of yellow 
fever from cases iinperted into New Orleans, hav- 
required from all the vessels passing up the river 
from that city aceriiticate cf freedom trom infec- 
tiou of the national board of health inspector as 
a condition on which travel aud traffic will be 
permitted. This service is reported as hav ing 
worked well, giving that contidence to the people 
above New Orvleaus which pieveats alarms and 

anics, and permitting free commercial 
intercours., while guarding ugainst 
the invasion of disease. Reference iv made to the 
orcurrenee of veilow fever at Peusacola and 
Browusville, and recominendations are given for the 
Tro‘eetion of the mouth of the Rio Giande. The 
report, after showing thatall the work undertaken 
and carr ed on successfully by the board was clear 
ly within the limits of its diseretio.. under the law, 
and was accomplished with due regard to economy,

THE COMPTROLLER'S REPORT. 

The report of John J. Knox, comptroller of the 
currency, isalsosubmitted. Its prominent feature 
is the discussion of a plan to be pursued under the 
national banking laws of the redemption of bonds 
continued at its present rate till allare redeemed 
that can legaily be cailed in, which will be in a 
comparatively short time. The comptroller thinks 


that by anthorizing the use of bouds issued in ald,

THE PUBLIC DEBT, 

WASHINGION, November 29.—It is estimated that 
the reduction of the public debt for the present 
month, November, will amount to about $5,500,000. 
The house appropria:ions committee to-day, practi 
cally completed the indian appropriation bill. It 
was decided to reduce the bill to the extent of 
$67 ,000 less than the appropriation for the cu:rent 
year. Notwithstanding this net reduction, $115,00u 
more is allowed in this bill for purposes of educa- 
tion than the amount allowed for the current year. 
Thecommittee adjourned to meet on Monday.

A HORRIBLE STORY. 


A Helpless Intant, Left Alone by Parents and Nurse 
Killed and Eaten by Rats. 

EVANSVILLE, Ind., November 29, --A startling sto- 
rycomes from Spottsville, a smali town upon 
Green river, in Kentucky, about eighteen miles 
from this city. and was related to passengers on the 
steamer Grace Morris, which atriyed here this af- 
ternoon. About five miles back of town lives a 
farmernamed Thomas Hughes, his family consist- 
ing of bis wife and three children, the youngest be- 
ing an infant of six months; the oldest. five 
years, a boy; the second three years old, a girl, and 
the youngest also a girl. The Hughes were cld- 
time Baptists, and faithfully attended services in a 
litti¢ church situated on the road some tix miles 
from Spottsville at every Sunday morning service, 
and also at Sunday-school in the afternoon. On 
yesterday morning they took lunch with them and 
remained forafternoon exercises. Those who at 
‘ended were the father, mother, and the two 
oldest children, leaving the infant at home 
in charge of a colored female servant. Some time 
after their departure she desired to make a visit to 
a neizghboring colored family, and making a j;allet 
on the floor in front of the fir.-place she placed the 
baby upon it,and locking the door, departed to 
make the eall. She was absent until dark. In the 
meantime the family returned from 
They were unable to ebtain entra.ce at 
as the key of the door was Lot In 
tomed place underthe door step, but was finally 
found ona window sill. They entered, and, on 
going into the kitchen, the father and motherof 
the little one lying before the fire were startled by 
the scampering of rats from the body of the child, 
who lay bitten and lace:ated almost beyond the 
recognition of iis mother Its face and 
ueck presented ai terrible appearance. The 
little one’s nose and eais had been bitten off, 
while its throat, completely to the spinal col- 
umn, Was eaten out. The little one’s eyes were 
sucked from their sockets, and cheeks gnawed from 
the jaw tothecheekhone. An investigation resulted 
in discovering the fact that the little one’s feet had 
also been almost eaten off. All the toes were gone, 
and the flesh had been bitten off up to the ankles, 
some warmth yet remaived in the infani’s body, 
but itis evident that it had been dead for seveial 
hours,

out aud prosecuted. Forsome time past, however, 
he has been in the habitof going on lordly sprees, 
outof working hours, his boon companious belng 
noted women of the town, and bis fall comes asa 
matter of course. He ranked among the very best 
agentsin the employ of the pension department, 
andree ived asalary of something over$sa day. 
His forgeries, which have been gelinug on for six 
months past, Cousisted of the use of Pension Agent 
Samuei Post’s name as indorsement to fourindivia- 
ual notes, amounting t $i.875, which were discount 
ed atoueofthe city banks, with whose Cashier 
Wordeli was on iutimute terms, and who passed 
the paper without close scrutiny. which wou d cer- 
tainiy have disciosed the spurious nature of the 
indorsement.

Speer, Jus tice—The plaintiff in error seeks this in-

from entering on, using and building its raliroad 
upon a certain right of way over (he lands of com- 
plainant until just and adequate compensation 
has been paid therefor, as is provided in article], 
section 3, paragraph 1 of the constitution of this 
state The words of this article is as follows: 

“Private property shall not be taken or damaged 


for public purposes without justand adequate com- 
pensation being first paid.” ; 
It isconceded by the bili and answer that this 
is the private property of complainant. ‘hat a 
right of way under authority of its charter has been 
surveyed aud located by the defendant over the 
Jands of complaiunnt. extending through the whole 
body and that defendant is ganere freee 4 to erect 
trestle works, and p epsring to build and construct 
its road on said right of way through said lands.

“The settled and fundamental doctrine is that 
government has no right to take private property 
for public uses without giving just compensation, 
and it seems to be necessarily implied toat the in- 
dem2ity should in cases which will admit of it 
be previctsly and equitably ascertained, and be 
ready for reception concurrently in poiut of time 
with the actual exercise of the right of eminent do- 
main. 2 Kent, 339, note. 

A JUS AND REASONABLE RULE. 

While this is notan inflexible rule, yet it is so 
justand reusouable that statutory provisions for 
takiug private property very ge! erally make pay 
ment precede or accom pany the appropriation, and 
by several of the state constitutions this is expres-ly 
required. ‘Ihe constitution of Florida provides that 
private property shall not be taken or applied to 
public use, unless Justcompensation be first made 
therefor. so likewisea e found similar provisions 
in the constitu ious of Colorado, of Georgia, lowa. 
Kansas, Kentucky, Marylani, Minnesota, Missis- 
sippi, Missouri, Nevada, Vhio, Pennsylvania. The 
constitutious of Indiana and Oregon require com- 
pensation to be first made, except when the vroper- 
ty isappropriated by the state. It would be au un 
wise and unjust rule to deprive the owtier of his 
property and turn him over to an action at law 
againsta orporation which mayor may uot prove 
responsible, and io a judgement of uncertain etticus 
cy. The couse quence would bein some cases the 
mariy might lose his estate +without redress, in vio- 
sion af the inflexible maxim upon which his 
rightis based. The land should either be his er he 
should be paid forit. Wh never therefore the pub- 
lic locates the public work and declares the appro- 
priation, tae owner becomes absolu ely entitled to 
the compensation. In some of the states it is held. 
“If a street is legally esiablished over the land of 
an individual, he is entiled to demand paymeiit 
for his damages without weiting forthe street to be 
opened.’’

We have neither authority nor desire to emas 
Culate 1:8 cles! and intelligent meaulug by a con- 
struction which Would be hostile to its justic® and 
incousistant with its terms. We have nothing to 
do with the incoenvenieuces or embarrassments 
such acoustruction mey entail. It is one of the 
great bulwarks Created for security to property 
against legislative action, d-eply imbedded in this 
bill of rignts, which the agyrandiziug spirit of the 
age is So proue lo invade. 

If the respondent below seeks an appeal to the 
courts agaiust What he deems to be an unjustand 
excessive assessinent by the appraisers, tet him 
abide until the resuit is known, pay first the just 
ani adequate Compensation finally awarded, and 
then no coustitutional barr.er will stand against 
his entry and occupatcy on the jJands for the pur 
poses for which it was condemued. 

The facts as set forth in the bill of complainant, 
and ouly partially evaded and denied by the 
answer of the respoudent, ehow the wisdom and 
justice of this cousiitutional provision.

REDUCING THE TAXES. 

Men of all shades of cpinion agree that the 
government is collecting from $50,000,000 to 
$100,000,000 in taxes a year that had better be 
leftin the pocketsof the people. At present we 
are paying the debt at the rate of about $150,- 
VOO.000 a year, whereas if we paid off $50, U00,- 
000 a year no debt-payer could offer reasonaile 
objections, especially if the times at which 
portions of the debt are redeemable 
are taken into consideration. Every- 
body therefore says’ that the taxes 
should be reduced, and itis practically agreed 
that the cutting down should not be less than 
$50,000 000. 

At this point, however, action by common 
consent becomes impossible. The bene- 
ficiaries of the present tariff insist that the 
reduction sha.l be made in the internal 
revenue. Sume of them goso farasto say 
that the internal revenue system should be 
abolished, but the advocates of free whisky 
and free tobacco are largely inthe minority. 
It is very difficult, in fact, to convince 
any fair-minded man that it would be 
wise to take the taxes off of whisky, beer and 
tobacco, while excessive taxes are imposed on 
clothing worn by the poor, on salt, on the 
too's of the mechanic, on hundreds of other 
necessaries and cumforts of life. Free whisky 
is certainly not desirable than free 
clothing at this season of the year. And the 
congressmen that cninks that free beer should
